The latest report from Vico Ad­ 
miral Rojestvensky’s squadron was 
contained in a dispatch dated Tama- 
tave, Island of Madagascar, Jan. 2, in 
which it was stated that the vice ad­ 
miral’s division of the Russian Sec­ 
ond Pacific squadron, consisting of 
five battleships, three cruisers, two 
transports and a hospital ship, had an­ 
chored on that day in the roadstead 
of Sninte Marie, an island on the east 
coast. 
The Kniaz Souvaroff was built at 
St. Petersburg in 1902 ami was of 
13,516 tons displacement. Her length 
was 367(4 feet, her beam 76 feet, her 
draught 26 feet, and indicated horse­ 
power 16,000. Her armament was of 
the Russian Krupp pattern and con­ 
sisted of four 12-iuch, twelve 6-inch, 
twenty 3-inch, twenty 3-pounders and 
six 1-pounder puns. She had six tor­ 
pedo tubes. Her complement of men 
was 740.

Some time ago Russian residents of 
Chefoo collected a fund in anticipa­ 
tion of tills emergency, but at a meet­ 
ing of tfce British and Japanese con­ 
suls and the local health officer, the 
fact was developed that the present 
conditions of Chefoo are equal to ear­ 
ing for only sixty. The conditions at 
Shanghai and Tientsin are propor­ 
tionately inadequate. 
The general opinion here is that 
th*1 great mass of the sick and wound­ 
ed will be compelled to remain at Port 
Arthur until they are sufficiently con­ 
valescent to return to Russia. 
The refusal of the Japanese to accept 
the aid tendered by the British cruis­ 
er Andromeda was an error born of 
thei»1 desire t.o show the world that 
Japanese humaneness was equal to 
the occasion.

Moscow, Jan. 6.—A telegram from 
Oenerai Kuropatkin to the Grand 
Duchess Sergius, who has been active 
throughout the war in aiding the sick 
and wounded, states that since the 
opening of the war. 1.090 officers and 
19,610 men have returned to Russia, of 
whom 520 officers and 5,085 men were 
wounded and 570 officers and 14,530 
men were sick.

Jan. 6.—The statement of 
the censored dispatches from corre­ 
spondents with General Nogi’s army 
that the Japanese lost only 50,000 in 
taking Port Arthur is declared to be 
absured by the Russian naval offi­ 
cers here. 
Their howest estimate, they say. 
based on both personal observation 
and on stories told by prisoners, is 
that the Japanese lost 80,000 men. 
Advices from Japanese sources say 
that the condition of Port Arthur is 
chaotic, but that General Nogi and 
General Stoessel are rapidly systema­ 
tizing affairs there. 
General Nogi is prepared, through 
agents who have been recruiting for 
months, to put a horde of Chinese 
coolies at work in the fortifying of 
Port Arihur immediately that the 
Russians 
are disposed 
of. Vast 
quantities of cement and timber are 
ready on the Yalu river for this pur­ 
pose, while steel plates and other 
manufactured necessaries are ready 
for transportation to the fortress. 
The Japanese are confident that the 
refortification of Port Arthur will 
place the fortress in a better condi­ 
tion than ever, wiih the Russian de­ 
fects eliminated, long before Russia 
can besiege it, if such a thing ever 
occurs at all.

REPORT OF THK SCHOOL. 


Mies Laura W hittaker, who has been 
a potent factor in the success of the 
school, then read her report which was 
as follows: 
It was in the spring of 1901 that steps 
were first taken to organize a training 


school for nurses, in connection with 
this hospital, although the subject had 
been under consideration for sometime. 
The project was arranged and carried 
by Dr. Courtney, our chief surgeon, to 
Mr. K imberly, president of the Northern 
Pacific Beneficial Association, who ap­ 
proved the plan of a separate building 
for the nurses and put the m atter be­ 
fore the board of directors o f that asso 
ciatian. 
The board promptly anti willingly ap­ 
propriated a liberal sum for the erec­ 
tion of this residence. 
The building was completed and oc­ 
cupied in November of the same year. 
We have thanked Mr. Kimberly and 
the board many times in our hearts for 
our comfortable home. 
The position of superintendent of 
nurses was offered to me and while I 
appreciated tho honor, I must confess 
th at it was with a good deal of trepidn 
tion I accepted the responsibility. 
It has been well said 
"th at as long 
as a nurse is a nurse merely, she is tho 
theme of the poet and the painter. 
Let 
her, however, assume tho duties of a 
* superintendent and thenceforward she 
represents the unpopular part of the 
profession." 
In January, 1902, our school opened 
with four probationers, all of whom were 
accepted pupils at the end of their pro­ 
bationary term. 
One dropped out of the 
ra n k s in her first term of night duty. 
She has since married and I understand 
is very happy, which is not surprising, 
as she married a Northern Pacific man. 
The other three 
Miss Matheson, 
Miss Hedden and Miss Clark, have com­ 
pleted the full course. 
Miss Clark arrived on the first day of 
January and carries off the honors for 
regular attendance. 
During the whole three years’ course 
she has not been off duty for illness, or 
absent for any other reason except her 
regular vacations and two or three days 
allowed her at home on account of the 
illness of her mother. This is an ex­ 
ceptional record, as young nurses are 
more liable to disease, and thon too, 
they have not learned the power of on 
durance. 
Miss Matheson lost but a few days, 
while Miss Hedden was no so fortunate. 
She had a mild run of typhoid fever 
in her first year. 
The class has passed a very creditable 
examination. 
M iss Matheson 
standing highest 
averaging 87 1 10 per cent. 
Miss Hedden 
83 H-10 per cent. 
Miss Clark 
ML 2-10 per cent. 
I can conscientiously say that this 
class is the brightest and most capable 
ever graduated from the Northern P a­ 
cific Railway hospital at Brainerd, and 
1 tru st their career will be such as to 
reflect credit upon the school in which 
they were trained and their associate 
nurses. 
All the railroad people are proud of 
their hospital and I hope they will be 
just as proud of the nurses who have 
been trained here. 
During the three short years the 
school has increased in numbers and in 
usefulness. 
Wo have now enrolled ten 


a very thorough course in obstetrics and 
children s diseases. 
To Dr. Thabes for an interesting and 
instructive course in contagious and in­ 
fectious diseases. 
To Dr. Mowers is due more than or­ 
dinary thanks. 
He has helped in so 
many ways other than in the lecture 
room. 
To our staff of internes we are very 
grateful for their faithful nnd pains­ 
taking service, and also the doctors who 
have left us and who are still interested 
in the work. 
W hatever success I may have achiev­ 
ed in this training school work, much 
credit is due to my able assistant, Miss 
Htrangway.

DR, COURTNEY’« ADDRESS. 


Then followed Dr. W alter C ourtney’s 
address which is considered one of tho 
best over heard in the city and was as 
follows: 
As tho head of this institution and 
the founder of our training school, it 
seemed natural to expect me to make 
the address to our first graduating class. 
T hat someone else might do it better, I 
am willing and read) to admit, but as it 
scorns to bo my duty, I undertake it 
with mixed feelings of pleasure and re 
luetanee; 
pleasure, because of the priv­ 
ilege 
of 
expressing a 
few farewell 
thoughts; reluctance, through a feeling 
of uncertainty that I can do it satisfac­ 
torily. 
A few' epochs stand out in bold relief, 
even in tho history of those w'ho lead 
the simplest of lives. 
Like milestones 
along the highway they serve to remind 
us of our progress in life’s journey. 
Vou ladies will date time from this day 
forward, until another epoch in your 
lives, of equal or greater importance, 
serves to establish a new cronology. 
This occasion is an im portant one for 
all concerned; particularly so for those 
who have finished their tutelage here 
and scarcely less so for the institution 
th at has schooled and instructed them. 
Let us fervently hope th at it may be 
most auspicious and pressage the great­ 
est success to both. 
The rapidity with' which the ln>t 
three years 
the years of your training 
have iiown, should serve to remind 
you how brief is the span of life, ami 
how’ necessary th a t you endeavor to 
perform your duties to the utm ost of 
your ability each and every day. 
Make 
no eonpromises with yourselves as to 
the future; the present only is yours. 
Let each day see your best efforts put 
forth and your duties performed with 
exacting and conscientious care. 
How often we hear of people having 
chosen their life's work! 
When a man 
takes up, if you please, the work of the 
church or of the medical or legal profes­ 
sions, he usually follows it as anoceupa 
tion throughout life, unswerved freon the 
path of his chosen duties lay marri age, by 
sickness or death in his family, or other 
important incident. 
His essential life 
goes continually forward, like the plan­ 
ets in their orbits, from manhood to the 


grave. 
Civilization and custom have 
decreed th at he shall be the bread-win­ 
ner of the family, and sentiment must 
not be permitted to attract him from 
his 
manly work. 
When 
a woman 
chooses her life’s work, as she may be 
pleased to call it, she does so with the 
conscious feeling th at it may occupy a 
longer or shorter portion of her working 
days, for the reason th at wifehood or 
motherhood may divert her life into 
new’ and natural 
channels, through 
which there is likely to be no returning 
tide. 
O ther thmg> not infrequently oc 
cur to deflect her course, 
Sentiment, 
the m other of most noble and worthy 
work and efforts, is inherent and a part 
of every true woman’s nature. 
We 
often admire it in her as an element of 
strength, while we would contemn it in 
man as a mark of weakness and effemi­ 
nacy. 
Inspiring 
sentiment 
leads 
many a woman to give up her chosen 
w ttrk th a t she may tenderly care for, 
and even devote her life to an invalid 
paront, a sister, or doubly unfortunate 
brother, broken in hope and ambition 
as well as health. 
Tho world admires 
anti extols such an exemplification of 
sentimental devotion, the while it too sel 
dom appreciates the cost of tho beautiful 
sacrifice. 
1 sometimes fear, that with some 
womeD, the conscious feeling of proba 
able interruption 
to continuance in 
their chosen work, tends to lessen in 
terest and hinder the attainm ent of a 
reasonable perfection, To succeed in 
any work, we m ust have within us a 
feeling of potential capability 
that is 
is to say, a feeling th a t we are capable 
of constant development and growth, 
l'his can best be watered anil nourished 
by placing and keeping ever before us a 
lofty ideal 
This ideal, we can, by ilili 
gent effort, constantly approach, but 
like the Holy (»rad, never definitely 
reach. 
We sometimes fancy that we 
view in another the personifieation of 
an ideal; but it may, I think, be set 
down as a postulate, that no one ever 
recognizes in himself, the realization 
of his own ideal. 
While wo may never 
wholly attain to tho perfection 
for 
which we should continually strive, yet, 
like the mariner, wo ought, ever and 
forever, to have before us a constant 
pole-star to direct our way. 
If it wore 
permissnble t«» add to the Beatitudes, I 
would say; 
“Blessed be they who in 
choosing their life’s work are actuated 
more by noble impulse than »elfish inter 
est, for th e y build on a sure foundation, 
and continuing to tho end, shall see 
self respect and happiness." 
At this time a new field, full of prom ­ 
ising opportunities seems to lie o ut­ 
stretched before you. 
H itherto in your 
professional work, you have been guided 
and directed by those whose friendly 
responsibility it was to aid and instruct 
you. 
Henceforth, you will be without 
this friendly assistance, and to a large 
extent must depend on your own capa­ 
bilities. 
H um an nature is everywhere much 
the Rarae. 
But few people th in k they 
are incapable of giving good advice, and 
like the spring it voluntarily bubbles 
forth. 
J u s t as few think they need it, 
and though they ask it promptly disre­ 
gard it. 
While mindful of these pro 
pen»ities, I cannot refrain from uttering 
some advice and admonition before sa y 
ing the final word. 


It would not only be difficult but 
tiresome to depict all the attributes 
th a t m ight enter into the composite 
picture of a model nurse. There is no 
need to reiterato the many things |*er- 
taining to the ordinary conduct ami lif<* 
of a nurse, for these have been taught 
to you from day to day 
throughout 
your course. 
I only wish to touch, and 
briefly dwell upon, a 
few 
subjects 
which, if you avail yourselves of their 
assistance, will, I am certain, m a k e for 
your success and favor. 
As the first of these subjects, I have 
chosen tact. T h at most estimable qual­ 
ity in any person is doubly so, anil most 
precious, in a nurse. 
Borne people are 
so fortunate as to possess it, in large 
measure, as a natural characteristic. 
To those of us who have missed such a 
a blessed inheritance, there i> this con 
solation; 
I t can be acquired. 
Never 
lose an opportunity to exercise, develop 
and perfect it within yourselves; or to 
say or do the right thing, and above all, 
to leave unsaid or undone the wrong 
thing. 
A ta- tful control over actions 
and speech will save you and your pa 
tient from many regrets. 
Like the 
physician, the nurse should acquire the 
art of maintaining an impassive coun 
tenance under trying circumstances. 
Like him, she should be slow of speech, 
th a t the mind may have opportunity to 
properly direct the tongue. 
\n ever 
ready tact is of greater importance in 
the nurse than the physician. 
Her as 
sociation with the patient is nearly eon 
slant, throughout a longer or shorter 
period of time, and it is, therefore, very 
necessary 
tlint owing to 
sympathy, 
friendly regard, provocation or fatigue, 
she be not four.d off guard, 
l o r all 
this and much more, you will be well 
repaid in the e teem anti gratitude you 
will receive from the patient and hD 
friends. 
\n d if not, the solace th at 
comes to one’s conscience, from the 
knowledge that they have r aid or done 
something, th at has saved another from 
fear, anxiety or pain, is reward beyond 
price. 
Those of you who may engage in pri 
vate nursing will soon have an oppor 
tunity of showing a tactful adaptation to 
circumstance, 
It will be almost neces 
ary to unlearn a good deal of yonr hos 
pital practice, and adapt yourselves to 
new condition s often trying and meagre 
of the means you have been aecus 
tomed to, b u t rich in opportunities tu* 
prove your metal ami your worth. 
In your position as a nurse, (speaking 
to each of you in the singular number), 
you will be the intermediary between 
physician and patient. Serve one not 
less faithfully than the other. 
Your 
complete success depends on tho full 
satisfaction of both. 
Indeed,for a time, 
the physician’s influence will be more 
potent for your advancement. 
Remem 
tier th at his trained eye anil mind will 
detect your shortcomings and inefficien­ 
cy, while they m ight be overlooked by 
too patient. 
Kail not to deport your­ 
self in such manner as to impress him 
with your sincere and earnest desire for 
improvement. He will advise you wisely, 
and kindly overlook your inexperience. 
Noting your j*>tentiul capacity fur tin 
provement in your work, he will not hes 
itate to recommend you, nor to s peak in 
kindly praise of your ability. To in ­ 
crease his esteem, use your best endeav­ 
ors to carry out his instructions and 


wishes; do your work promptly, quietly 
ami gently, but firmly; overlook nothing 
about the case, during his absence, th a t 
you think he would desire to know, and 
let your clinical chart contain all us ful 
information and no other; be alert and 
w ith a retentive memory; if emergencies 
arise, prudently do your best to meet 
them, until he arrives; comport yourself 
w ith « simple dignity,and show him the 
j courtesy and respect you would be 
¡ pleased to reeeiveyourself. 
In this way, 
you will rapidly rise in his esteem, and 
I hi« influence will be gladly exerted in 
\ your behalf. 
In return, what ought he 
reasonably to expect from you? 
At 
least, th at you will tie discreetly loyal to 
hi« best interests as a physician, ami if 
possible, increase his patient's confid­ 
ence in him. 
As a truephisician lie will 
promote your interests with hi^ pa 
tients, ami not ask th a t you do more 
than speak, when necessary, in sincere 
honesty of his ability and attainm ents. 
It is not ethical or in good form f«»r a 
nurse to bo continually singing the 
praises of some particular physician, 
while she is serving under another. 
If 
you cannot speak well of a physician, 
maintain a discreet and tactful silence; 
and if you do not respect him you cer­ 
tainly should not associate yourself wi th 
him in your work. 
Patience and sympathy are admirable 
and valuable attributes in a nurse. 
A 
cheerful patience that will endure all 
things and persist in the accomplish­ 
ment of a purpose, in the face of every 
obstacle, is a sublime sight to behold. 
A stolid patience th a t meekly endures 
may be mistaken for apathy, and 
I 
know of no more dispiriting tiling than 
to w itness a person doing his work in an 
apathetic fashion. The di» positions of 
people in sickness vary as greatly as 
our terrestrial climes. Those who are 
as mild and amiable as angels, when in 
health, may, in siekne-s, be irritable, 
peevish and 
unreasonably 
exacting. 
On the other hand those who are dom­ 
inating and exacting, when well, may 
bo gentle as doves when sick. 
“ When 
the Devil was sick, the Devil a Saint 
would be, etc." 
The immortal S h a k e s p e a r e never u t­ 
tered a greater truth than, “One touch 
of nature makes the whole world kin." 
Sympathy, genuinely but tactfully ex 
pressed, is a touch of nature that will 
prove the universal ktiishipof hum anity 
and move the souls of all. There are 
some natures, dependent and clinging, 
to whom words of sympathy, fitly 
ex 
pressed, are as a waft of balm from 
heaven. 
O ther are 
characteristically 
independent and intolerant of intrusion 
on their inner selves, but even by these, 
the sympathy th at alone shows in the 
twitching mouth, or the brimming eye, 
is truly appreciated and quietly accept 
ed a?- an expression of fraternity. 
In certain cases of lingering illness, 
or prolonged convalescence, it may bo 
im portant that you serve equally its 
companion and nurse. 
1 have tried to 
assist you in qualifying as useful and 
acceptable nurses. 
A few words now 
as to what will be of value in making 
you an agreeable companion may not be 
out of place. 
A natural cheerfulness 
and brightness is infectious; no one, u n ­ 
less afflicted with a diseased mentality, 
desires to dwell in 
gloom. 
Radiate 
cheerfulness and it will be absorbe«! by

Like the

properly direct the tongue. 
An ever 
ready tact is of greater importance in 
the nurse than the physician. 
Her as 
sociation with the patient is nearly con 
stant, throughout a longer or shorter 
period of time, and it is, therefore, very 
necessary 
that owing to 
sympathy, 
friendly regard, provocation or fatigue, 
she be not found off guard. 
For all 
this and much more, you will be well 
repaid in the esteem and gratitude you 
will receive from the patient and his 
friends. 
And if not, the solace that 
comes to one’s conscience, from tho 
knowledge that they have said or done 
something, that has saved another from 
fear, anxiety or pain, is reward beyond 
price. 
Those of you who may engage in pri 
vato nursing will soon have an oppor­ 
tunity of showing a tactful adaptation to 
circumstance. 
It will be almost neces 
sary to unlearn a good deal of yonr hos­ 
pital practice, and adapt yourselves to 
new conditions,often trying and meagre 
of the means you have been accus 
tomod to, but rich in opportunities to 
prove your metal and your worth. 
In your position as a nurse, (speaking 
to each of you in the singular number), 
you will bo tho intermediary between 
physician and patient. Serve one not 
less faithfully than the other. 
Your 
complete success depends on the full 
satisfaction of both. 
Indeed,for a time, 
the physician’s influence will be more 
potent for your advancement. 
Remem­ 
ber that his trained eye and mind will 
detect your shortcomings and inefficien­ 
cy, while they might bo overlooked by 
the patient. Fail not to deport your­ 
self in such manner as to impress him 
with your sincere and earnest desire for 
improvement. He will advise you wisely, 
and kindly overlook your inexperience. 
Noting your potential capacity for im­ 
provement in your work, he will not hes­ 
itate to recommend you, nor to speak in 
kindly praise of your ability. To in­ 
crease his esteem, use your best endeav­ 
ors to carry out his instructions and 


reasonably to expect from you? 
At 
least, that you will be discreetly loyal to 
his best interests as a physician, and if 
possible, increase his patient’s confid­ 
ence in him. 
As a true phisician he will 
promote your interests with his pa­ 
tients, and not ask that you do more 
than speak, when necessary, in sincere 
honesty of his ability and attainments*.__ 
It is not ethical or in good form for a 
nurse to bo continually singing the 
praises of some particular physician, 
while she is serving under another. 
If 
you cannot speak well of a physician, 
maintain a discreet and tactful silence;

and even devote her life to an invalid 
parent, a sister, or doubly unfortunate 
brother, broken in hope and ambition 
as well as health. The world admires 
and extols such an exemplification of 
sentimental devotion, tho while it too sel­ 
dom appreciates the cost of the beautiful 
sacrifice. 
1 sometimes fear, that with some 
woraep, the conscious feeling of proba 
able interruption to continuance in 
their chosen work, tends to lessen in­ 
terest and hinder the attainment of a 
reasonable perfection. To succeed in 
any work, we must have within us a 
feeling of potential capability that is 
is to say, a feeling that we are capable 
of constant development and growth. 
This can best be watered and nourished 
by placing and keeping ever before us a 
lofty ideal This ideal, we can, by dili­ 
gent effort, constantly approach, but 
like the Holy Grail, never definitely 
reach. We sometimes fancy that we 
view in another tho personification of 
an id**al; but it may, I think, be set 
down as a postulate, that no one over 
recognizes in himself, the realization 
of his own ideal. While we may never 
wholly attain to the perfection for 
which we should continually strive, yet, 
like the mariner, we ought, over and 
forever, to have before us a constant 
pole-star to direct our way. If it were 
permissable to add to the Beatitudes, I 
would say; “Blessed be they who in 
choosing their life’s work are actuated 
more by noble impulse than selfish inter 
est, for they build on a sure foundation, 
and continuing to tho end, shall see 
self respect and happiness.” 
At this time a new field, full of prom­ 
ising opportunities seems to lie out­ 
stretched before you. Hitherto in your 
professional work, you have been guided 
and directed by those whose friendly 
responsibility it was to aid and instruct 
you. Henceforth, you will be without 
this friendly assistance, and to a large 
extent must depend on vour own capa­ 
bilities. 
Human nature is everywhere much 
the same. But few people think they 
are incapable of giving good advice, and 
like the spring it voluntarily bubbles 
forth. Just as few think they need it, 
and though they ask it promptly disre­ 
gard it. While mindful of those pro­ 
pensities, I cannot refrain from uttering 
some advice and admonition before say 
ing the final word. 


It would not only ho difficult but 
tiresome to depict all the attributes 
that might enter into the composite 
picture of a model nurse. There is no 
need to reiterate the many things per­ 
taining to tho ordinary conduct and life 
of a nurse, for these have been taught 
to you from day to day throughout 
your course. 1 only wish to touch, and 
briefly dwell upon, a few subjects 
which, if you avail yourselves of their 
assistance, will, I am certain, make for 
your success and favor. 
As the first of these subjects, I have , yOUr feeflaif. In return, what ought he 
chosen tact. I hat most estimable qual- reasonably to expect from you? 
At 


wishes; do your work promptly, quietly 
and gently, but firmly; overlook nothing 
about the case, during his absence, that 
you think ho would desire to know', and 
let your clinical chart contain all usiful 
information and no other; be alert and 
with a retentive memory; if emergencies 
arise, prudently do your best to meet 
them, until he arrives: comport yourself 
w ith « simple dignity,and show him the 
courtesy and respect you would be 
pleased to receive yourself. In this way, 
you w ill rapidly rise in his esteem, and 
his influence will be gladly exerted in 


ity in any person is doubly so, and most 
precious, in a nurse. Some people are 
so fortunate as to possess it, in large 
measure, as a natural characteristic. 
To those of us who have missed such a 
a blessed inheritance, there is this con­ 
solation: It can bo acquired. Never 
lose an opportunity to exercise, develop 
and perfect it within yourselves; or to 
say or do the right thing, and above all, 
to leave unsaid or undone the wrong 
thing. A tactful control over actions 
and speech wifi save you and your pa 
tient from many regrets. 
Like tho 
physician, the nurse should acquire the 
art of maintaining an impassive conn 
tenanee under trying circumstances. 
Like him, she should ue slow of speech, 
that the mind may have opportunity to 
properly direct the tongue. An over 
ready tact is of greater importance in 
the nurse than the physician. Her as 
sociation with the patient is nearly con 
stant, throughout a longer or shorter 
period of time, and it is, therefore, very 
necessary that owing to sympathy, 
friendly regard, provocation or fatigue, 
she be not four.d off guard. For all 
this and much more, you will be well 
repaid in the esteem and gratitude you 
will receive from the patient and his 
friends. And if not, the solace that 
comes to one’s conscience, from tho 
knowledge that they have said or done 
something, that has saved another from 
fear, anxiety or pain, is reward beyond 
price. 
Those of you who may engage in pri 
vate nursing will soon have an oppor­ 
tunity of showing a tactful adaptation to 
circumstance. It will be almost noces 
sary to unlearn a good deal of yonr hos­ 
pital practice, and adapt yourselves to 
new conditions,often trying and meagre 
of the means you have been ace us 
tomed to, but rich in opportunities to 
prove your metal and your worth. 
In your position as a nurse, (speaking 
to each of you in the singular number), 
you will be the intermediary between 
physician and patient. Serve one not 
less faithfully than the other. Your 
complete success depends on the full 
satisfaction of both. Indeed,for a time, 
the physician’s influence will be more 
potent for your advancement. Remem­ 
ber that his trained eye and mind wifi 
detect your shortcomings and inefficien­ 
cy, while they might bo overlooked by 
the patient. Fail not to deport your­ 
self in such manner as to impress him 
with your sincere and earnest desire for 
improvement. He will advise you wisely, 
and kindly overlook your inexperience. 
Noting your potential capacity for im­ 
provement in your work, he will not hes­ 
itate to recommend you, nor to speak in 
kindly praise of your ability. I’o in­ 
crease his esteem, use your best endeav­ 
ors to carry out his instructions and 


ably to ex pec 
least, that you will be discreetly loyal to 
his best interests as a physician, and if 
possible, increase his patient’s confid­ 
ence in him. As a true phisician he will 
promote your interests with his pa­ 
tients, and not ask that you do more 
than speak, when necessary, in sincere 
honesty of his ability and attainments*.__ 
It is not ethical or in good form for a 
nurse to bo continually singing the 
praises of some particular physician, 
while she is serving under another. If 
you cannot speak well of a physician, 
maintain a discreet and tactful silence; 
and if you do not respect him you cer­ 
tainly should not associate yourself with 
him in your work. 
Patience and sympathy are admirablo 
and valuable attributes in a nurse. A 
cheerful patience that wifi endure all 
things and persist in the accomplish­ 
ment of a purpose, in the face of every 
obstacle, is a sublime sight to behold. 
A stolid patience that meekly endures 
may be mistaken for apathy, and I 
know of no more dispiriting thing than 
to witness a person doing his work in an 
apathetic fashion. The dispositions of 
people in sickness vary as greatly as 
our terrestrial climes. Those who are 
as mild and amiable as angels, when in 
health, may, in sickness, be irritable, 
peevish and unreasonably exacting. 
On tho other hand those who are dom­ 
inating ami exacting, when well, may 
bo gentle as doves when sick. “When 
the Devil was sick, the Devil a Saint 
would be, etc.” 
The i hi mortal Shakespeare never ut­ 
tered a greater truth than, “One touch 
of nature makes the whole world kin.” 
Sympathy, genuinely but tactfully ex 
pressed, is a touch of nature that will 
prove the universal kinship of humanity 
and move the souls of all. There are 
some natures, dependent and clinging, 
to whom words of sympathy, fitly ex 
pressed, are as a waft of balm from 
heaven. Other are characteristically 
independent and intolerant of intrusion 
on their inner selves, but even by these, 
the sympathy that alone shows in the 
twitching mouth, or the brimming eye, 
is truly appreciated and quietly accept 
ed as an expression of fraternity. 
In certain cases of lingering illness, 
or prolonged convalescence, it may be 
important that you serve equally as 
companion and nurse. I have tried to 
assist you in qualifying as useful and 
acceptable nurses. A few words now 
as to what will be of value in making 
you an agreeable companion may not be 
out of place. A natural cheerfulness 
and brightness is infectious; no one, un­ 
less afflicted with a diseased mentality, 
desires to dwell in gloom. Radiate 
cheerfulness and it will be absorbe*! by

also signed the report. 
Senator Dan­ 
iel of Virginia is the 
only Democrat

minority. 
Representative 
Spight 
is 
tin author of the report, the principal 
feature of which is the advocacy of 
the discriminating duty policy as a 
substitute for direct government aid 
for American shipowners as proposed 
by the bill presented by the commis­ 
sion. 
On this bill the minority says 
“wo cannot help but see the ‘trail of 
th* serpent, that 
has been over 
all 
other bills on this subject.’ ” 
Pointing to the fact 
that the dis- 
criminating duties system has been 
the policy of the fathers of the repub­ 
lic, the minority declares that ship­ 
ping interests were 
marvelously de­ 
veloped in our early history and th'* 
same system would bring like results 
in this age. 
It is said that the fear of retaliation

Also, never forget that the many little 
things, you have learned of the patient’s 
private life, anti character, should be 
held inviolably sacred by you. 
The 
privacy of the homes which you enter 
should never be commented upon, after 
you leave them. 
Avoid being made tho 
recipient of your patient’s confidence, 
b u t if thrust upon you, let it he buried 
v.ith your body, even though enmity 
arise between you. 
No m atter how well and faithfully 
you have performed you duties, I wish 
to admonish you not to expect univer­ 
sal approbation and praise. No one 
ever receives it. 
If your conscience 
tell you that yor have done well, be not 
unhappy because you feel that you are 
not duly 
appreciated. 
“He 
who is 
above the cedars and the stars,” will 
value your work for it is worth. 
When you have gone,to labor in other 
fields, 1 am sure you will hold in perpet­ 
ual esteem, and loving remembrance, 
the continuous sisterly interest, as well 
as wise counsel, of your Superintendent, 
Miss W hittaker, and be assured th at 
your future welfare and success, will 
continue to be a m atter of solicitous in­ 
terest with her. 
I trust you may real 
ize her fondest hopes. 
In conclusion, 1 
am certain th at I 
speak for all, with whom you have been 
associated here, when I express the 
wish that you may gain, “In the bright 
fields of F air Renown, The right of 
eminent domain.”
